The ju rors and 
Prosecu tor Jean Kiplinger ex am ­ 
ined the cou nty bu ildings T hu rs­ 
day . 
The ju rors reported that they 
fou nd the present cook ing range 
at the infirm ary too small, old 
and hazardou s, and they su g­ 
gested 
a 
larger 
new cook ing 
range. As separate heating stov es 
in each dormitory were fou nd to 
be old, in bad repair and hazard­ 
ou s, the immediate installation 
of a centralized heating plant at 
the infirm ary was recommended. 
Iron or steel fire escapes to re­ 
place the present escapes, which 
were described as wooden and in­ 
su fficient. were also adv ised. 
The erection of a new dorm i­ 
tory and the enlargem ent of the 
dining rocm were su ggested as 
the ju ry fou nd that lack of space 
a t the poor farm was dangerou s 
and inju riou s to the health of 
th|e inm ates. The great danger of 
contagions diseases being trans­ 
m itted to the inm ates throu gh 
the m any transient gu ests at the 
infirm ary wras also pointed ou t 
to the cou rt in the grand ju ry ’s 
report. 
Certain changes and repairs in 
the cou nty jail were also adv ised 
by the ju rv m en who adv ised re­ 
painting the inside of the jail 
u pstairs and down. Two new 
bathtu bs, fou r new washstands, 
and fou r new commodes are also 
necessary a t the jail, according 
to the ju rors’ report. This su g­ 
gested new eq u ipm ent is needed 
in both the m en’s and women’s 
q u arters. 
All windows and sills in the jail 
proper and the sheriff’s liv ing 
q u arters shou ld be repaired and 
painted, and the entire bu ilding 
shou ld be painted, it was recom ­ 
mended.

We do well to wish one an o th er a happy New 
Y ear, b ut happin ess can n ot be guaran teed, per­ 
h aps ought n ot^to be ex pected. B ut it is w ithin 
th e power of an y m an , w ithin his own sphere, 
to m ake it a noble New Year, w hich is m uch b et­ 
ter. I t is th e old question of “redeem in g th e 
tim e, because the day s are evil.” As m en m arch 
o ut of th e past, through the presen t an d in to 
th e future, they ought to reach higher ground, 
an d b reath e a purer air. It is a truism to say 
th a t th e future will be just w hat m an kin d m akes 
it. B ut though th is is a truism , m an y people act 
an d live as though it were n ot true — an d th a t 
is th e trouble. 
T he future is only an o th er n am e for oppor­ 
tun ity , an d opportun ity carries w ith it respon ­ 
sibilities. It is n ot a tim e for triflin g, but th en 
n e ith e r is it a tim e for hopeless gloom, or sur­ 
ren der in th e face of difficulties. So the needed 
m essage a t th is season seems to be one of hope. 
S tren g th m ay be had — an d hope, too — from 
th e sacred m em ories w hich all lives have, an d 
so it is im possible to th in k wisely of th e future, 
or to face it as it should be faced, ex cept as re ­ 
lated to th e past, an d havin g a vital con n ection 
w ith it. 
A happy New Y ear? Yes, surely but better y et 
a New Y ear con secrated to truth , an d to the 
service of m an , for th a t will brin g, if n ot h appi­ 
ness, blessedness. The old an d th e new un ite, 
th e presen t an d past m erge in each other an d 
in th e presen t, an d life is one an d con tinuous. 
W h at sort of old y ear will the new y ear, on w hich 
we are about to en ter, be? 


FUTURE PARENTS 
T he w ildest of today ’s y outh is likely to pro­ 
duce th e strictest paren ts of th e n ex t gen era­ 
tion . In th e very group of boy s an d girls, w hich 
is now m ost defian t of paren tal authority lies 
th e hope of a re turn to the tim e when fath ers 
a n d m others were really the heads of th e A m eri­ 
can fam ily . 
Such is th e opin ion of Judge C harles A. O ber- 
w ager, before whose New York City m ag istrate’s 
ben ch have come hun dreds of m odern y oun g­ 
sters whose “revolt for freedom ” has led them 
afoul of th e law. 
“I ’m in clin ed to th in k th a t a gen eral return to 
pa re n tal san ity will be deferred un til th e boy s 
an d girls who are cuttin g capers today have be­ 
com e th e paren ts of the n ex t gen eration of 
half-grow n y ouths,” say s Judge Oberwager. 
“By th a t tim e they will know from said ex ­ 


perience the harm , phy sical, m en tal an d spir­ 
itual, th a t ex cess has done them . W hen a son or 
daughter of theirs shows the first sy m ptom s of 
startin g a revolt or person al liberty , I can very 
easily guess w hat will happen .” 
A large proportion of today ’s paren ts have sur­ 
ren dered com pletely to its children ’s dem an d to 
be allowed to live as they please, Judge O ber­ 
w ager charges. 
P articularly 
he 
accuses 
th e 
rouged, short-skirted m other an d th e cocktail 
drin kin g fa th er whose ex am ple, he charges gives 
y outh a tacit perm ission to go to ex cesses. 
“M any of the boy s an d girls who have gotten 
in to trouble have said to me th a t th e thin gs 
they were doing were only th e th in g s th eir 
fath ers an d m others had been doing all along. 
Boy s who drin k, an d girls, too, for th a t m atter, 
poin t to th eir paren ts w ithout fear of con tradic­ 
tion. Girls who indulge in all sorts of frivolity 
have said they were only doing thin gs th eir own 
m others or m others of th eir girl frien ds were 
doin g,” he declares. 
“Draw this to the atten tio n of such paren ts 
an d alm ost in variably they m ake th e sam e de­ 
fense, th a t thin gs harm ful an d im proper for im ­ 
m ature y outh are n ot n ecessarily un fit for pa r­ 
en ts, th a t age brin gs w ith it certain privileges 
den ied to y outh. 
“They overlook the im portan t th in g th a t sets 
th is a t n aug h t — th a t children of today are n ot 
the children of y esterday who were taug h t from 
the cradle to let fa th er or m other do th eir th in k ­ 
in g for them . Today w hen they are told som e­ 
thin g th a t run s coun ter to th eir own desires 
there m ust be reason behin d it to m ake it stick. 
And this is n othin g again st m odern y outh, but 
a lot again st the my opic paren t who fails to 
take is in to accoun t.” 


OPPORTUNITY IS HOME FOLK 
T h at in tan gible an d m y sterious th in g called 
O pportun ity — about w hich so m an y essay s have 
been w ritten , so m an y serm ons preached an d so 
m an y poems in spired — is n ot a stran g er who 
comes knocking a t our door in disguise. 
N either is it a winged m eteor th a t spreads its 
flarin g stream of light across the heaven s when 
least ex pected an d n ot an archan gel th a t sud­ 
den ly aw aken s us from our sleep to brin g tid­ 
ings. 
O pportun ity is just plain every day hom e folk. 
I t ’s as con stan t as the shadow s th a t walk w ith 
us, an d is alw ay s presen t in our affairs — re ­ 
gardless of vocation, position or circum stan ces. 
O pportun ity is n ot w hat m ay come to us to ­ 
morrow, but w hat we m ake out of today .
